In fact, there 
is no valid linkup between these problems. 
The problem of dealing with Russia is entire- 
ly Unrelated to our domestic problems. Dec- 
ades ago, it pleased the employers to “Red 
bait” the working man. The elaborate- fic- 
tion was created that the American worker’s 
loyalties and interests were tied somehow to 
Moscow. The howling and whirling dervishes 
of Communism and anti-Communism creat- 
ed a popular mythology designed to be used 
as a political lever. The foundation of this 
myth was pure charlatanry. No competent 
policy maker anywhere even considers this 
myth. The men in the Kremlin make policy, 
on the same basis Cardinal Richelieu used in 


making policy; the same policies the Great 


Elector Frederick Wilhelm used, the same 
basic ideas of statecraft which moved Prince 
Talleyrand- and Metternich. Nobody can 
base.real policy upon the absurd ideological 
myths of our time. 

What is the “issue” at stake in the contro- 
versy between Communism and anti- Com- 
munism in America? There is no issue. It is 
simply that the mass-media culture rules us 
by ideological manipulation. 


What is wrong with the Bourgeoisie, that — 


he cannot lead us safely-through the crisis of 
our time? What is wrong is simply that he 
is a Bourgeoisie. He is a commoner. He is

‘ABSOLUTELY CANNOT afford. to NE- 
GLECT him. You,must assume full respon 
sibility for him, The Negro, supposedly em- 
ancipated, but actually cast out. and.neglect- 
ed, was deprived of the disciplines and con- 
trols necessary, for the proper regulation of 
him, This is a great cruelty. It.is, indeed, 
just about the most obscene thing. which 
could have been done. The: Negro, was not 
really free; the terms of his.life.were severe- 
ly circumscribed; yet nobody, assumed any
